At GeS0eaeme 4-35-39, a telephone message was 
received from Mr. D.J+ Brown, Secretary of the Shanghai 
Gas Coe, Yu Ya Ching Road reporting a foreign member of 
the staff missinge 

Do. Wright attended and learned that Mr. Henry 
Charles Davies a British Burasi@n who had been employed 
by the Comany for 25 years as a le@ger clerk had failed 
to report for duty since <82-39 and that enquiries from 
his wife showed he had not returned to his home Apartment 
2, 1265 Rue Lafayette since leaving at 8ea.me 28-2-59. 

Enquiries at the Gas Co. showed that Davies left 
there at 5Sepem. 282-39 and has not been seen since. 

It was mentioned by Mr- Brown that the missing 
person was friendly with two other foreigners, Schults 
and Forrest who reside in flat 709 Embankment Building, 
North Soochow Roade As a result of this the two men were 
inte rviewed on 5-3-39 but both denied knowledge of his 
present whereabouts Schultz stated that Davies had promised 
to meet him at 5eWepeme 28-2-39 but nad failed to make the 
ap pointment- 7 

Mer. Forrest stated that he only knew Davies through 
the mutual friendship of their respective wives. He 
volunteered the information that Davies was heavily 
in debt that he owed his brother-in-law a Mr. Wi iliam
